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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Brugue et al. clearly discloses a printer cartridge 
comprising a body and a pagewidth printhead, incorporated with the body. Applicant feels that Brugue et al. does not provide disclosure to 
show that the printhead assembly may be inserted to and removed from the printer. Specifically, Applicant relies on paragraph 17 of 
Brugue et al., stating that Brugue et al. teaches only that the ink supply assembly 104 may be removed. Examiner respectfully disagrees. 
Firstly, the currently amended claims state only that "the body is configured for insertion in, and removal from, a printer." The claims do not 
state that the pagewidth printhead should be removable too. The limitation that the pagewidth printhead is "incorporated with the body" 
does not also require that the printhead is removable. However, even if the claims were to state that the printhead is also removable, 
Brugue et al. does provide teaching for such a cartridge. In paragraph 17, Brugue et al. clearly states that, in one embodiment, the 
printhead assembly 1 02 and ink supply assembly 1 04 is incorporated into an inkjet pen. As is known to a person of ordinary skill in the art, 
inkjet pens consist of an integral construction of an ink supply and printhead which is removably coupled to printers. Therefore, Brugue et 
al. dislcose each and every limitation provided in the currently amended claims.
